1. No enclosure, fence, tent, awning or other temporary structure of whatsoever 
material or naturei shall be erected on any land situated within the limits of 
Dehu Road Cantonment without the permission in writing of the Executive 
Officer. 

2. Permission to erect tlie temporary structure referred to in bye-law 1 may 
bei given by the Executive Officer subject to such conditions as may be imposed 
by the Board in this behalf. 

3. Permission under bye-law 2 may be given for a period not exceeding twelve 
months in each individual case and shall not be renewable: 

Provided that the previous concurrence of the Military Estates Officer sMll 
be obtained in respect of areas not under the management of the Boat'd. 

4. Any person committing a contravention of bye-law 1 shall, on conviction by 
a Magistrate, be punishable with fine which may extend to fifty rupees and in 
the case of continuing contravention, with an additional fine which may extend to 
five rupees for every day during which such contravention continues after con- 
viction for the first such contravention.
